A TIME FOR COMMON SENSE 
It is entirely apparent th a t w hat the Repu b­ 
lican party is fighting in this cam paign is not 
Gov . Roosev elt or the Democratic party . The 
people hav e no enthu siasm for either Gov . Roose­ 
v elt or the Democratic party and little confidence 
in either of them . W hat the Repu blican party 
is fighting is a general pu blic psy chology of 
change — a blind, u nreasoning notion th a t a po­ 
litical change will m ean a change for the better 
in economic conditions. 
The qu estion ev ery v oter shou ld ask himself is: 
“W hat su bstantial grou nd is there for believ ing 
th a t a change from Hoov er to Roosev elt wou ld 
resu lt in improv ed economic condition?” 
Mr. Roosev elt has not laid down a definite pro­ 
gram of any sort. He has not ou tlined a plan 
which will giv e a single m an a single day ’s work, 
or increase the price of any farm produ ct, or 
stim u late activ ity in any line of bu siness. W hat 
promise of economic betterm ent is there in a 
mere haze of meaningless words? 
.On the other hand President Hoov er has laid 
down plans, th a t are definite, constru ctiv e and 
are already prov ing effectiv e in the stim u lation 
of the economic forces which lie in agricu ltu re, 
indu stry and trade, to create more employ ment 
and bu ild u p better bu siness. Under the opera­ 
tion of his plans better economic conditions are 
not merely promised, they are already u nder way . 
A political change at this time wou ld inev itably 
bring worse economic conditions, not better. Why 
make it? 
It is a time for the ex ercise of common sense. 


EXORBITANT GASOLINE TAXES 
At the present tim e gasoline tax es range from 
2 to 6 cents a gallon in different states, and the 
record is one of constant increases. The situ a­ 
tion is reaching the point in most states where 
the tax is becoming a seriou s bu rden. The mo­ 
torist does not object to a fair tax for he knows 
th a t it will be of direct benefit to him in better 
roads and improv ed m otoring conditions. Bu t 
a high tax su ch as ex ists in many states is dis­ 
crim inatory and u nfair. 
The precentage of tax reaches forty to forty 
fiv e per cent against the actu al price of the gaso­ 
line in some instances and it seems to be a m ir­ 
acle th a t the pu blic will tolerate su ch an ex orbi­ 
ta nt assessment.
